Life In Mexico and Texas. 


Among the tragical events that, written 


In blood upon the page of the history of 
Texas' early struggle for liberty, make it 
one of the most glorious in the annals of 
the world there is none more thrilling or 
terrible than the fate of Dr. James Grant. 
In the person of this unfortunate settler 
was repeated the famous story of the ride 
of the Pole, Mazeppa; but for Grant there 
was no rescue, and he was torn to pieces 
after a mile or two by the raging, mad- 
dened nriimal to which he was bound. 


Grant was a Scotchman by birth, and 


had teen educated for a physician, but 
owing to ill health was obliged to leave 
Scotland fora milder climate, and finally 
settled In Mexico, of which country he be- 
came, for the sake of expediency, a natu- 
ralized citizen, and in 1823 bought a large 
tract of laud in tho neighborhood of Par- 
ras. 


In the management of this property he 


cave great offense to the better class of the 
Mexicans by his advanced notions and 
efforts to reform the condition of the poor 
laborers of the vicinity, and it is believed 
that the cruelty practiced toward Grant is 
to I* attributed to the dislike he aroused

WIIV HE BECAME OBNOXIOUS. 


In company with Dr. J. C. Beales he, In 


1833, obtained an impressario contract for 
settling 800 families between the Nueces 
and Rio Grande rivers. Fifty-nine of these 
colonists sailed from New York in tbe 
schooner Amos Wright on Nov. U, 1833, 
and on Dec. 0 tbe schooner entered Aran- 
sas pass. 
Cumbered with children and 


women unused to the privations and ex- 
ertions of a pioneer's life, the party pro- 
ceeded with the greatest difficulty toward 
the territory where their proposed settle- 
ment was to be. Their way led via Golind 
and Sun Antonio, and from the petty an- 
noyances to which they were subjected at 
tlie hands of the Mexicans it was evident 
that the Immigration was bitterly resented, 
and au object of suspicion. 


The party arrived at a little stream 


called the Las Moras on March Ifl, 1834 
where a village was duly laid off into 
streets, and with renewed hopes the colo- 
nists began the work of breaking the land 
into little farms. But the name of the 
village, which was Dolores, seemed pro- 
phetic. The place was never built up, and 
tlie settlement was soon abandoned. 


Grant then began to occupy himself with 


politics, and was secretary of the executive 
council of Coahuiln, and la 1835 a member 
of the legislature dispersed by General Cos. 
After this arbitrary measure he made his 
way with a few companions to San An- 
tonio, and in the command of a company 
of forty men assisted Milam in the capt- 
ure of tlie city, but he was opposed to the 
declaration of Texas independence, believ- 
ing the measure imprudent and precipitate, 
and advihed patience until re-enforced by 
other settlers.

Messrs. Robert* & Collins, of Carters- 


vine, Ua,, have, if they have not recently 
disposed of it. a com in their possession 
which is only thirty years old, but is worth 
more than a thousand times its face value 
It bears the date of 1861, and is one of four 
pieces struck at the Confederate mint at

stars and bars of the confederacy in a coat 
of arms, with a liberty pole through it and a 
liberty cap on top ou the otberside. Of the 
four known specimens of this coin, one is in 
Menwetuer county, Ga., one In Louisiana 
the Roberts-Collins piece, above described 
and on» which sold for $800 in New York 
city in 1888.-St. Louis Republic, 


WHEN GRANT WAS CAPTUKED, 


Early in 1836 he projected an expedition 


to the Rio Grande for the purpose of re- 
establishing, at least temporarily, the con- 
stitution of 1834. In this he associated with 
himself Colonel P.W. Johnson, the pioneer 
hero and patriot, whom haseut by the way 
of San Felipe, where he was successful in 
obtaining the authority of the executive 
council for their scheme, while Grant went 
directly to Kefugio. They arrived early in 
February, with about seventy men, in San 
Patricio, where Johnson established his 
headquarters, while Grant, with Major 
Morris and about forty men, went farther 
west to collect n supply of horses. 


Ou Feb. 28 Sail Patricio was surprised 


and captured by General Urrea, who pro- 
ceeded with such caution that the Texans 
were kept in profound ignorance of the 
movement. 


In the meantime Colonel Grant with his 


company wasencamped on the Agua Dulce 
creek, twenty-six miles to the southwest, 
on their way back to San Patricio with tbe 
horses they had secured. Urrea learned of 
their whereabouts, and sent out a large 
body of Mexican dragoons for their capt- 
ure. A short but decisive fight ensued, 
when most of the Americans were killed 
without quarter, .Major 
Morris killed 


Grant slightly wounded and Brown taken 
prisouer by means of a lasso. 


Grant, known to be a surgeon, was prom- 


ised a passport to leave the country if he 
would attend to the wounded Mexicans. 
Tins he did with such fidelity that all, 
without exception, recovered; but in the 
meantime the captain left in command of 
tbe town after the departure of Urrea 
secretly dispatched eight men in search of 
a wild iiorse, which they succeeded in capt- 
uring after about three weeks. 


HOItKIBLB TKKATMKNT. 


The unfortunate settler was then brought 


forth, and by the order of the brutal cap- 
tain bis feet were bound to those of the 
horse and bis hands to the tail. He strug- 
gled frantically, and after reminding the 
officer of his solemn promise, to which no 
attention was paid, he appealed to tbe 
men, recalling to them bis ministrations 
and devotion, but the only reply was in- 
sulting imprecations and shouts of hideous 
merriment As the men stood ready to 
sever the cords that held the mustang the 
captain brought a lash down upon the ani- 
mal's flanks, exclaiming, "This is your 
passport—now go." 


The fiery, untamed horse sprang away 


with great violence, and was soon lost to 
sight.

He declared that he made several 
attempts to secure the remains and bury 
them, but was warned by the Mexicans 
not to interfere on peril of his life.—St.

The ventilation and disinfection of tin 


holds of vessels is now proposed to be ac- 
complished by au arrangement or system 
of tubes, which, in addition to it* sim- 
plicity, easily overcomes the difficulties ex- 
perienced in ordinary methods. According 
to this new plan iron tubes, pierced with 
numerous holes, are extended from th« 
deck of tbe vessel into tbe hold, these be- 
ing arranged in such a manner as to estab- 
lish and maintain an upward and down- 
ward draught, by this means causing • 
thorough ventilation of the hold and it* 
contents, the adaptation of the apparatus 
for the purpose of fumigation being thu* 
fully apparent. 


The top of tho tube, set flush with the 


deck, Is closed, when desirable, with a cap 
that screws into it, this cap being so bev- 
eled as not to Interfere with the passage 
of anything over it; and to the top ol 
the tube when open may also be attached 
a windsiiil as a means of gathering in 
an additional supply of air, thus insur- 
ing more effectual ventilation. For fumi- 
gating the vessel's hold, killing vermin, or 
extingufnhlng fire, u fluid or compound ol 
an effective character for such purpose It 
simply poured into tbe open tube, tbe cap 
screwed on and the material left to do its

SOME PROTECTION GEMS. 


CULLED FROM THE SPEECHES AT 


THE TARIFF LEAGUE BANQUET. 


»jr Ktplalm the Two Kind* at 


Tariff — Senator Aldrlcb Olrci Borne 
ftgarmt on Exports and Inport*—What 
Othm 8«ld. 
Major McKinley—We will have tariffs 


BO long M w» have a .government, and 
the only (1 fference among tbe people is 
M to whether toe tariff shall be protect- 
ive in ita nature or whether it shall be 
levied having in view the single purpose 
of raising the requisite revenue for gov- 
ernmental purposes. All of us agree— 
whether we are Democrats or whether 
we are Republicans—that the tariff is 
the wisest and best mode by which to 
raise the great tmlk of the revenue re- 
quired to conduct onr government, only 
differing as to the principle npon which 
the tariff shall be levied, whether on the 
English system for the rrarpose of reve- 
nue only, or for the additional purpose 
of giving encouragement to onr own in- 
dustries and our own enterprises and 
employment to onr own labor. And, as 
we have to resort to tariffs, as we must 
tax foreign products—whether we be 
Democrats or whether we be Republic- 
ans—to keep the wheels of government 
in operation, the party to which 1 belong 
declares that those tariffs shall be so 
levied upon foreign, competing products 
as to stimulate American genius, Ameri- 
can development, and give remunera- 
tive employment to American labor and 
a home market to the American farmer! 
Why resort to a revenue rather than a 
protective tariff ? 


A revenue tariff such as is advocated 


by our political opponents is always paid 
by the consumer. There is no exception 
anywhere. A tariff levied for revenue, 
and revenue only, is always borne by 
the consuming nation importing from 
wherever revenue tariffs are enforced. 
That may be so primarily with a Pro- 
tective tariff, but it ceases to bo BO the 
very moment wo are capable of success- 
fully manufacturing among ourselves, 
and then competition at home regulates 
And controls the prices to the advantage 
of the consumer. No man can contro- 
vert that; but mugwump, Free-trader or 
Democrat, whatever your naruo, the 
tariff you advocate is always paid by the 
consumer, and human history and onr 
own experience have taught us that in 
the vast majority of cases Protective 
tariffs are never paid by the American 
consumer. 
' Senator Aldrich—For the purpose of 
ascertaining with the greatest degree of 
fairness the relative effects of a revenue 
tariff and of duties levied under the Pro- 
tective system upon our foreign com- 
merce, I have taken for the basis of com- 
parison two periods of equal length, the 
first the fifteen years from 1847 to 1801, 
inclusive, and the second from 1870 to 
1890, 
inclusive. The first period, with 


the revenue tariff of 1846 and 1857 in 
force, includes in the view of all revenue 
"reformers" and Free-traders the most 
prosperous days of tho republic. No 
Free-trade argument is complete that 
does not attempt by a series of ingenious 
jiercentages to show that during this 
]*riod the progress and prosperity of the 
United States was greater than at any 
other time in its history. It certainly 
inon^.irly represents the effects of low 
tariff legislation than any other time 
that could be selected. The latter period, 
from 1870 to 1890. may be said to repre- 
sent as fairly the effects of a Protective 
tari'Z 


The entire foreign commerce of the 


United States for the first period aggre- 
gated 16,785,000,000 in value, and for the 
latter period $30,334,000,000, or an annu- 
al average for the revenue tariff period 
of $458,000,000 and for the protective pe- 
riod of 11.356,000,000. It cannot be said 
that this enormous increase was the nat- 
ural result of the growth of the country 
and its increase in population, as the 
average annual value per capita for the 
first period was |17.08, and in the latter 
leriod $25.20, establishing the fact that 
under the influence of a Protective sys- 
tem onr foreign commerce increased 47 
l*r cent, more^apidly than the popula- 
tion of the country. In view of the state- 
ments that were made in regard to the 
prohibitive character of the tariff bill of 
1890, it may be well to state in this con- 
nection that the value of our imports and 
exports of foreign merchandise for the 
live months ending Feb. 28, 1891, was 
$789,000,000, as compared with a value of 
$744,000,000 for the corresponding period 
of last year under the tariff act of 1883. 
The comparison in more striking if it is 
made as it should be—between dutiable 
imports and exports. In the Free-trade 
]>eriod the excess of dutiable imports over 
exports was $59,000,000. In the Protect- 
ive period the excess of exports over 
dutiable imports was $4,574,000,000. The 
annual per capita of dutiable imports 
was $7.88 in the first period and $7.90 in 
1 lie last, while the annual per capita of 
exports was $7.73 in the first period and 
$13.57 in the last. It will thus appear 
that for every dollar of dutiable imports 
in the years 1847 to 1861 we exported 
ninety-eight cents in value of domestic 
products, and that in the years 1876 to 
1890, for every dollar of imports we ex- 
]>orted $1.71 of domestic products. In 
other words, our exports were £ per cent, 
less than our imports under a revenue 
tariff, and onr exports were 70 per cent, 
greater than our imports under a Pro- 
tective system. We find, then, not only 
that the aggregate of our foreign com- 
merce has increased more rapidly under 
the Protective system, but that when the 
item of exports alone is considered the 
relative rateof advance is much greater, 
and 1 may say, much greater than that 
attained by any other commercial nation. 


Senator Hiscock—I cannot go over in 


detail the tariff law of 18(0 and make an 
argument in favor of each increase of 
duty npon the various products or manu- 
factures of wool, cotton or flax, or from 
the metals. The subject is being illu- 
minated by a far brighter light than I 
can shed npon it—that of experience. 
l>fore another election it will be demon- 
strated that in obedience to a law—that 
iiu-reasinc; the American manufacture 
greatly lowers the price of the goofls—• 
tlm foundation of the charge that we 
hare increased the cost to onr consumers 
has disappeared. On the high seas the 
same result will follow. Increased fo- 
ci h tips of transportation will stimulate 
and improve foreign trade; not in the 
exchange of cheap tobacco with Cuba; 
not the commerce consisting in the trans- 
portation of row cotton to ^jlnnd. IU 


fnanuTaclaro there Into apparel for *hso, 
and its transportation back in that form, 
con pled with the carrying of flour and 
meat to English workmen, rather than 
their sale to onr own people making the 
goo<Is here. Mark, sir, the great loss to 
producer and consumer in the needless 
transportation I have illustrated, but it 
will stimulate exchange of American 
merchandise, fruitu of farm and factory 
for those we cannot produce. 


Congressman Dolliver—My father was 


a preacher. If you require it I will pro- 
duce affidavits for that, and one of tho 
cheerful recollections of my youth is the 
pict are of my venerable ancestor, with 
his eyes turned toward heaven, invoking 
the divine blessing on our humble fare, 
whi le the rest of us turned our eyes away 
from heaven and heavenly things to 
watch the progress of a fight between a 
lion and a unicorn that appeared to be in 
progress on the botton of tho breakfast 
plates. I never knew how that fight came 
out, but as I passed through the city of 
Trenton an hour ago I could not help 
thanking God that a man can eat his 
breakfast in the United States today 
without having the exercises interrupted 
by that kind of a chromo. Wendell 
Phillips used to say that the main factor 
in civilization is the dollar left over out 
of 1he week's wages after the expenses 
of tue family have been paid. That dol- 
lar ineans music and pictures. It means 
the clrarch and tho Hchool. It means the 
savings bank and the insurance poh'cy. 
It may not be very large, but it is big 
enough to wrap up in it the safety of 
nations and the welfare of centuries. It 
is 1 hat dollar which lifts the industrial 
lev(-l of America above tho level of the 
old world. It is that dollar that has at- 
tracted the industrious millions out of 
;J1 lanrls, persuaded them to lay down 
the differences of race and creed and 
language, take upon honest consciences 
the oath of our citizenship, and receive 
in c xchange a hope and a prospect that 
are denied to the children of the people 
in tlie older countries of the world.' 


Senator Dolph—Tho fallacy of the 


Democratic argument, that we must 
buy of a nation if we expect to sell to it, 
is exposed when it is stated that nations 
do not buy of each other; that foreign 
trade is carried on by individuals who 
are governed by self interest and who 
buy where they can buy the cheapest, 
without stopping to inquire what the 
state of trade is between the two nations. 
The proposition is shown to be false by 
the statistics of our foreign trade and of 
the foreign trade of every other country. 
England would buy what food products 
she required of us if she could buy them 
cheaper Of us than elsewhere, if we did 
not buy a dollar's worth of her; and if 
we ahould admit her manufactures free 
she would not buy a dollar's worth from

Europe. It is said that the reaper was 
suggested there, but it was developed 
and made practical here.

We furnish to every 
other country its cheapest and best agri- 
cultural machinery, exporting millions 
of dollars' worth every year, 


Robert P. Porter—During a decade of 


ferocious attack and gloomy prophecy 
by Free-traders we have added a nation 
to a nation—a nation complete in every 
particular. I have shown that the ad- 
vancement of population, the increase 
of as,Ticnltural products, the diversifica- 
tion of manufacturing, the development 
of mineral resources, the extension of 
railroads and the building up of great 
commercial and industrial centers have 
kept i<erfect time to the martial music of 
our national progress. There is nothing 
discordant about this development, as 
Free-traders would have the people be- 
lieve. The farmer has extended the 
area of cultivation into the unsettled 
region, the manufacturer has attracted 
thousands to the cities, and along the 
streams and mountain ranges mining 
villages have sprung up, and myriad 
blast furnaces tell the story of the mar- 
veloua output of mineral wealth.

tinues: 


"There are signs elsewhere as well of 


transfers of factories to America—a 
movement that would increase in mag- 
nitude if. confidence were felt in the 
permanence of any fiscal policy adopted 
in the United States. The speech of the 
president at Galveston shows that the 
leader of the Republican party will only 
modify the protection policy in the line 
of reciprocity, as laid down by Mr. 
Blaine." 


This is undoubtedly true, and if Presi- 


dent Harrison nad stated distinctly after 
the November elections that no legisla- 
tion in the interest of British capitalists 
could become a law during his adminis- 
tration, more transfers of factories to 
this country would have been chroni 
cled, and by so much would there be less 
corruption in our next general election, 
for even a British manufacturer, with 
his mill in this country, will not be found 
contributing to "Reform."

through the influence of the whites 


As years rolled by this place becam 


quite a trading post for the two races 
and as one thing leads on to another 
it became what it is now, not i. larg 
city to be sure, but the largest ship 
ping center on Puget Sound, and thiri 
only with reference to shipping to an 
city of the United States. 


The present city of Port Townseni 


contains about 6,000 souls, and it i 
safe to predict that within the nex 
five years it will contain double, aye 
triple that number, for there is no 
other city on the Sound having sue! 
a favorable position for the develop 
ment of commercial and maratime in 
terests, which will of necessity increasi 
the population. 


Nature has favored this beautifu 


city by so forming the land that it 
can be utilized for twd distinct pur- 
poses. 
Namely, the one for the resi 


dence portion and the other for busi- 
ness purposes. The residences are 
situated on a bluff some fifty feet high 
overlooking the business part of the 
city, which is upon a flat or sand bar. 
A better or more advantageous divK 
sion could not have been made, for the 
bustle and confusion always found in 
a growing city is remote from the 
dwelling portion where quiet and con. 
tentment reign sugreme. 


Of late years the inhabitants have 


been importuning various railroad 
companies to build a road connecting 
this city with Portland, Oregon, or 
some other point where communica- 
tion could be had with the outer world. 
After much labor and many years of 
patient waiting their prayers were 
heeded, and the Oregon Improvement 
Company took the task of building 
the road in band. A large bonus was 
raised by the citizens of the city as a 
stimulus for the company to rush the 
work and have it completed by a spe- 
cified time. 
The work was begun 


about a year ago, and now we have 
railroad connection with Quilcene, a 
point some twenty-five miles from here 
at the head of Hood's Canal; and 
within the course of another year we 
wilt have direct railroad communica- 
tion with the larger cities and towns 
of this state as well as the other states 
of the union.

This being the case, much of (ho lime and 
attention of the miperiutaudeut has boeu 
B-iven to those grade* lo promote the devel- 
upment mid advancement of the pupils.

envelope are two projecting flanges*, and 
all that is necessary to close the envelope 
is to fold these flanges by clearly denoted 
lines and insert the flap thus narrowed in 
a slot, whereupon the folded flanges auto- 
matically lock themselves and the envel- 
ope cannot be opened without being torn.

Still another remedy is a patent machine

This 
consists of a reservoir with convexed under 
surface, which is attached to the vertical 
member of a frame. When the gummed 
flap of an envelope is passed under a sponge, 
which extends slightly downward within 
an opening iu the base of the frame, a 
spring arm Is slightly lifted and raises a 
plug, allowing water to enter the reservoir 
and permitting its flow through the sponge, 
which is thus kept in a thoroughly moist 
condition. The immediate return of the 
plug to its position by the spring arm, 
after the envelope has been passed through, 
prevents further flow of the moistened 
liquid.— New York Commercial Advertiser.

It is, however, peculiarly open to the ob 
jection brought against the operation of 
venesection generally— that, in the preaent 
state of public opinion as to blood letting, 
the discredit of a fatal result is too likely 
to be hastily assigned to the venesection.

rious diseases, though considerable differ- 
ence of opinion existed as to thecases most 
likely to be benefited.

A score or more instances can be found 


in existing treaties between the United 
States and foreign nations of stipulations 
for securing to citizens of each nation re- 
siding within the territory of the other the 
enjoyment of all the privileges of the most 
favored nation and perfect equality with 
the natives. These stipulations, wMle vary- 
ing somowhat in form, are in substance 
equivalent, and in none of them IH a great- 
er degree of care, diligence and active pro- 
tection required of the government of the 
United States than is bestowed by it upon 
its own citizens. 
The grant of assured 


protection is almost Invariably accom- 
panied by the condition that the individu- 
als so protected shall submit themselves 
to the conditions imposed upon the natives 
or, in the phraseology of our treaty with 
Italy, that they shall receive protection 


upon the same terms as the natives of the 


country—submitting themselves to the 
laws there established." 


In no cast la a separate or special tribu- 


nal stipulated for on either side; the same 
laws that control the natives, and the same 
courts of justice that administer those laws 
and are resorted to by the natives, alone 
are mentioned. I except, of course, those 
oriental countries in which extra territorial 
jurisdiction is conceded to our consular 
and diplomatic officers in all cases where 
onr cituens In those countries are con- 
cerned. When, therefore, in the United 
btatea an injury to person or property has 
been sustained by an alien here resident, 
his treaty rights or his rights under inter- 
national law and the usage of civilized na- 
tions are the same as those that are av; 
able to any citizen of the United States 


No treaty was ever entered into by the 


United States with any nation which stip- 
ulated for the enforcement of laws di£ 
criminating i n favor of the subjects of any 
foreign government residing in the United 
States, or entitling them to any other or 
any greater protection than is accorded to 
the citizens of the most favored nation or 
to our own citizens.-Kx-Secretary Bayard
